stand him, and which could be easily 
cleared up.

. Counsel for the Government state 
that Judge Finney can not interpret 
this matter, or say that he can not 
testify as to his interpretation of his 
letter of instructions from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, and that he can not 
testify as to his interpretation of the 
rules and regulations of the Interior 
Department. Why, sir, the law puts 
this gentleman who is now on the 
stand in that position for that very 
purpose, as First Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior, and in the absence of the 
Secretary of the Interior he is Acting 
Secretary of the Interior, and the law 
makes it his duty to interpret the laws 
which he must administer. Who else 


is in fact todo it? And if he interprets) 


the law incorrectly, or without his 
jurisdiction, the Supreme Court of the 
United States may reverse him. But 
so long as he remains within his juris- 
diction his interpretation stands as the 
law of the land. 


Says Finney Knows Business. 


Now, if your honor please, that is 
the situation. That applies, of course, 
also to the Secretary of the Interior. 
Judge Finney knows that, and he knows 
his business. So that, I submit, if 
your honor please, if the ruling that 
I have understood the court to make 
as to Judge Finney’s interpretation of 
what he understood the law to be, or 
about this document or that document, 
I will say that Judge Finney is particu- 
larly and peculiarly in a position to 
understand these matters, and I am 
sure if given an opportunity would clear 
them up. 

If the objection by the Government 
is on the ground that it is not proper 
to be asked on cross-examination, that 
is one thing; but if the objection is 
based upon the ground that the wit- 
ness can not testify as to what his in- 
terpretations was, that, sir, I may say is 
absolutely vital to the defense in this 
case; and I think if the Court under- 
stands just what Judge Finney’s posi- 
tion in the department is you will see 
the situation in a different light. 

I beg the Court’s pardon for interpos- 
ing a statement at this point, and I 
have hesitated a long while, as the 
Court will understand, before address- 
ing myself to the Court. I thank your 
honor. 

Court Explains Situation. 


The Court—The question that is be- 
fore the Court is not one as to inter- 
pretation of the law. It is one, as the 
Court understands, of interpretation of 
the language of the letter from the 
Secretary of the Navy to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, and the pending 
question seeks to elicit from the wit- 
ness whether he interpreted the lan- 
guage of that letter in this fashion or 
in that fashion, but with reference it 
may be to statutes that are more or less 
involved in the subject-matter of the 
law. However, it is not an interpre- 
tation of the law. I understand the 
general rule of evidence to be that if 
the language of a document is plain, 
free from obscurity and ambiguity, the 
document must speak for itself. It is 
not for some one else, even though he 
has an Official action to take with ref- 
arence to the contents of the letter, to 
read into that letter something tha 
the letter does not state. Of course I 
am very anxious as you all recognize, 
not to foreclose any inquiry that can 
be properly made with reference to 
rules of evidence and proper adminis- 
tration of justice, to foreclose the pro- 
duction of any testimony that is vital 
or important to the defense or the Gov- 
ernment in this case, and I shall not do 
so knowingly or consciously. 


Issue Vital, Fall Contends. 


Fall’s voice plainly reflected the in- 
tense interest he took in the matter 
and there was an emotional appeal in 
his request that Finney be granted 
“two minutes” to clear up a matter 
vital to the defendants’ case, as he 
phrased it. Apparently it was an em- 
barrassing ordeal for Fall himself, and 
he showed it after he sat down and 
awaited developments.

These paragraphs are as follows: 

“6. That the terms for conversion of 
crude oil at the well to fuel oil at 
tidewater or in tanks, to be provided 
»y the lessor, will be submitted to the 
Navy Department for approval of the 
qualities, engineering and other features 
involved. 

“7. That all leases and contracts, ex- 
cept as provided in paragraph 6, will 
be arranged and consummated by the 
interior Department, copies of same 
being furnished to the Navy Depart- 
ment as a matter of information and 
record only.” 


Information Sought. 


Hoover wanted Finney to tell how 
the Interior Department interpreted 
and carried out these provisions of the 
policy letter. In other words, did Fin- 
ney understand paragraph 7 to mean 
that leases on the naval reserves, ex- 
cepting as provided in paragraph 6, 
were to be arranged and consummated 


whether or not it should be received 
under the established rules of evidence.

50 Rebels and 18 Federals 
Reported Slain; Colonels 
to Be Executed. 


TRAIN BANDITS HANGED 


Nogales, Ariz., Oct. 20 (A.P.).—Un- 
confirmed reports to the Nogales Herald 
today declared 50 Mexican rebels were 
killed and 25 wounded in a clash with 
federals yesterday near Suchil, Vera 
Cruz. The government troops were re- 
ported to have lost eighteen dead and 
sixteen wounded. 

The reports said a column of 300 
rebels was encountered by Gen, Jesus 
Maria Aguirre’s federal detachment 
and that desultory fighting continued 
for more than two hours. 

Advices received here also reported 
that 600 armed Agrarians sent into the 
field recently in Hidalgo had engaged 
rebels under Antonio and Jesus Azuare 
and the latter retreated after a skir- 
mish. The Azuare brothers are neph- 
ews of Gen. Arnulfo R. Gomez, former 
presidential candidate and now a revo- 
lutionary refugee in Vera Cruz. 

The rebel leaders, Col. Medina and 
Col. Ramon Bernal, were reported taken 
captives by federal forces in the state 
of Jalisco. Their executions are ex- 
pected. 

Padte Rafael Retana also was re- 
ported executed at Durango, charged 
with revolt conspiracy. 

Mexico City, Oct. 20 (A.P.).—The 
newspaper El Sol says that six bodies 
of bandits captured and executed by 
federal troops after an attack on the 
Laredo-to-Mexico City passenger train 
south of San Luis Potosi Tuesday morn- 
ing have been suspended from trees in 
villages near San Luis Potosi as a warn- 
ing. 

The newspaper says the bandits got 
3,000 pesos from an express car in the 
attack in which a woman passenger was 
killed and twelve passengers were seri- 
ously injured when the bandits ex- 
ploded a dynamite bomb under a sec- 
ond-class coach.

Suva, Fiji Islands, Oct. 20 (A.P.).—

ties from a base camp to punish the 
rperpetrators of the recent massacre in 
which several officers, including white 
persons, were killed. 

Although details o1 the uprising are 
still lacking it is reported the mur- 
ders were committed by members of 
two bush tribes, some 200 to 300 na- 
tives of Malaita taking part. Since the 
attack more than 800 natives have as- 
sembled at Auki, government head- 
quarters in Malaita. and others are 
coming daily to offer their services to 
the authorities in effecting the arrest 
of the »utlaws. 

The resident commissioner thanked 
the natives for their ioyalty and in- 
structed them to returr home to await 
orders. Every endeavor is being made 
to arrest the murderers by means of 
the civil forces at the disposal of the 
administration. Apout 30 selected 
Europeans have been enrolled in a spe- 
cial service in the armed constabulary. 
Native forces in a limited number also 
are employed to supplement the avail- 
able force o” 50 armed native constab- 
ulary troops for additional protection. 

Thirty sailors from the Adelaide will 
accompany an expedition into the 
interior.

Lord 
had tried to stop him from commit- 
ting gmicide, and he killed her—he did 
not remember how. 


Both in “Back to Nature” Cult. 


The police investigation shows that 
Mme. Lord became acquainted with the 
captain last year at Grasse, near Nice, 
where both were members of a Ger- 
man “back to nature” cult, which was 
suppressed by the authorities. 

The plaintive whining of a dog on 
the balcony of the villa occupied by 
Mme. Lord first called neighbors’ at- 
tention to the fact that something was 
wrong in the villa, and a police in- 
vestigation followed. Mme. Lord was 
found to have been stabbed through

Would Rather Die Than Be in 
Jail, She Insists; Jokes 
About Her Weight. 


DELAY OF A WEEK GIVEN 


Chicago, Oct. 20 (A.P.).—The Cook 
County death cell yawned for its first 
female inhabitant today but, true to 
Illinois precedent, the execution was 
stayed 24 hours before the time set for 
it. No woman ever has paid the su- 
preme penalty in this State. 

Still jovial, but none the less positive 
in her reiteration that she preferred 
death by the noose to a term of life 
imprisonment or one of even 20 years, 
Mrs. Catherin Cassler heard Judge 
William V. Brothers grant her a week’s 
respite. 

Nearer to forfeiture of her life’ for 
murder than any other woman ever 
approached in the State, Mrs. Cassler 
displayed no emotion when her life was 
saved and she joked about her weight 
possibly breaking a morgue slab if she 
had been hanged tomorrow morning. 
Her courtroom sensation, she laughed, 
was one of hunger. 

Her sex did not influence him, Judge 
Brothers explained. He acted merely 
because he believed every condemned 
persoL was entitled to review of his 
case by the State Supreme Court and 
because Judge Philip L. Sullivan, who 
sentenced her, was absent. 

“I am quite ready and willing to 
die,” she said. ‘“‘No man ever walked to 
por gallows more courageously than I 
WwW re 

Mrs. Cassler was convicted upon the 
testimony of two confessed coconspira- 
tors,. Loren Patrick and Mrs. Lillian 
Frazier, who now are serving sentences 
of life imprisonment. 

William Lindstrom, cabinet maker, 
was slain in a plan to obtain his in- 
surance, the evidence showed. Patrick 
was the actual slayer.

TAMMANY MEN GIVEN 
POSTS BY REPUBLICAN 


Woman Official Put Personal 
Attorney on the Pay Roll, 
Records Indicate. 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 20 (A.P.).—Testi- 
mony offered at the 1925 State census 
inquiry today brought out that ap- 
pointments to census positions, under 
the administration of Mrs. Florence E. 
S. Knapp, had been made on the 
recommendation of Mayor James J. 
Walker of New York City and two other 
prominent Tammany Democrats. Mrs. 
Knapp, former secretary of state, is a 
Republican. 

The witness was Lafayette B. Glea- 
son, secretary of the Republican State 
committee and chief supervisor of the 
1925 census. He said that the man 
recommended by Mayor Walker had 
received $2,000 but to the witness’ 
knowledge had done no work. Another 
employe suggested by Assemblyman 
Peter Hammill had been paid $1,800, 
although Gleason knew of no work per- 
formed. The third person so hired, this 
time on the recommendation of Maurice 
Bloch, Democratic assembly leader, had 
worked, Gleason said, but he had also 
been a very “destructive” -pinochle 
player whilo at the office in New York 
City. 


Her Attorney on Pay Roll. 


One of the sensations of a day that 
brought out other revelations concern- 
ing. the conduct of the census was 
direct testimony to the effect that Mrs. 
Knapp had paid an attorney’s fee for 
settling certain suits growing out of 
an automobile accident by placing the 
lawyer on the census pay roll without 
his knowledge. 

The witness was Truman S. Preston, 
of Syracuse, who declared that he had 
never done any work as a “key puncher,” 
the occupation with which he was ac- 
credited on the rolls. 

Asked if he had performed any serv- 
ices for Mrs. Knapp, he answered af- 
firmatively, explaining that they had 
been in connection with an autombile 
accident in which Mrs. Knapp was con- 
cerned. 

Secretary of State Robert Moses testi- 
fied that Mrs. S. Knapp, his predecessor, 
told him she had burned certain census 
records which were missing from the 
files of the state department. 


Many Records Missing. 


Mr. Moses declared that when he 
took over his office early this year 
he had found almost no census records 
of consequence except the tabulation 
figures, and that “everything else had 
disappeared,” including some _ records 
relating to voting machines. Other 
missing papers, he said, were corres- 
pondence, pay rolis and work sheets. 

The secretary said he had communi- 
cated with Mrs. Knapp at her home in 
Syracuse, by telephone and letter, re- 
questing the return of the _ records. 
Even Attorney General Ottinger had 
called Mrs. Knapp “once or twice,” the 
witness said, in an effort to get back 
the papers. 

Moses declared that he received from 
the former secretary a letter in reply 
to his request, but that he has not 
been able to find the answer. 

Mrs. Knapp’s reply, he recalled, was 
“evasive” and insisted that only per- 
sonal papers had been taken from the 
files for shipment to the former sec- 
retary.

& Iron Co. announced they would ask 
for State protection for their men if

Declaring that 90 per cent of the men 
were against the strike and had been 
intimidated by the I. W. W., whose 
leaders called the strike, R. H. Hair, 
general superintendent of the company, 
expressed the belief that the situation 
was too big for the counties to handle. 
Many men wanted to work, he said, but 
were afraid because of “the tactics em- 
ployed by the I. W. W.” 


Women Join Picketers. 


Several women joined the I. W. W. 
picketing forces in Huerfano County, 
disregarding orders of guards at the 
mines and persuaded workers at the 
Lester and Rouse mines of the Color- 
ado Fuel & Iron Co. not to work. 

Sheriff Capps, of Walsenburg, Colo., 
said he would ask county commis- 
sioners to appropriate funds for 50 
additional deputies to curb the picket- 
ing activities, which the State con- 
tends violate a State law. I. W. W. 
organizers declared their interpretation 
of the law was that peaceful picketing 
was not forbidden. 

Before they went on duty today, 
strikers in Huerfano County received 
written notices from their chiefs to 
be peaceable. The notice said that “if 
any one is to be killed let it be one 
of us first.” The pickets were searched 
for guns before they left I. W. W. 
—— at Walsenburg for the 
mines. 


Now Up to State Power. 


Although William H. Young, of the 
State Industrial Commission, said the 
commission would not ask the governor 
to take any action, he declared control 
of strikers’ activities now was up to 
the police powers of the State. The 
commissioner said the industrial com- 
mission had done all it could in the 
situation. 

In the northern Colorado coal field all 
mines, were at a standstill again today 
Mines in Fremont and Routt counties 
were not affected by the strike. In the 
Trinidad district in southern Colorado 
the C. F. & I. reported several hundred 
more men working today than yester- 
day. In the Aguitlar district several 
mines still were closed and several were 
running with greatly depleted forces, , 


Hines, From Paris,

The 
Attorney ,General declined to state the 
nature of the complaints or from whom 
they were received. He declared he had 
not completed his review of the Means 
case and was not in a position to say 
whether or not the parole would be 
honored. 

Means, who is a former Department 
of Justice agent, is serving two terms 
of two years each in the Atlanta Peni- 
tentiary for violation of the prohibition 
law and for bribery. He has been 
eligible for parole for some time. 


Corn Borer to Spread 
In Belt, Says Jardine

Secretary Jardine in a statement yes- 
terday said spread of the corn borer to 
the entire corn belt was inevitable, in 
the opinion of the Department of 
Agriculture, but at the same time he 
said control measures used last spring 
were sufficiently effective to lead the 
department to believe a serious menace 
to the Nation’s 2,000,000,000 corn crop 
can be avoided to a considerable ex- 
tent.

were embarrassing, in that they might 
be interpreted as having the President’s 
approval, the Senator said. 

“He thinks, too, that I am doing it 
to increase my strength in Ohio. 
Nothing Is farther from the truth. It 
would be impossible to elect an anti- 
Coolidge delegation in Ohio.” 


Scolding Fails to “Take.” 


The President told him to stop 
making the draft statements; he said 
but he told him then and there that 
he would not do s0. 

“I have never given the impression 
that the President sponsored the state- 
ments,” he said. “I have always spoken 
on my own responsibility. There is no 
doubt but that the President has 
strong feeling in the matter. He was 
absolutely sincere in his statement. He 
does not want to run again. 

“But I have had reference to what 
the people think. Feeling that the 
public has no doubt about the Presi- 
dent’s honesty and that my advocacy of 
him for another term is not accepted 
in any wise as refiecting his views, I 
told him that regardless of the displeas- 
ure and of the fact that he considers 
me unfair, that I propose to continue 
speaking of him in connection with 
the next Republican nomination. The 
sentiment of this country is overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of Mr. Coolidge for an- 
other term and I can not see how any 
man, unless it is a matter of health, 
and I know the President is in good 
health, could refuse the nomination 
when he knows it comes from the al- 
most unanimous consent of the people 
of the United States.” 

“I hav@ never seen the case in po- 
litical history when any one man had 
such a grip on the people, and inas- 
much as the call for him for another 
term is heard in all sections of the 
country, I feel confident that it will 
take some very decisive action on his 
part to prevent the nomination in 1928 
coming to him. The people are not 
going to be satisfied that there is no 
hope of having Mr. Coolidge for an- 
other term unless there is another 
statement from tile President.” 

Some of the Republican leaders have 
grievances against the President, the 
senator said, but none is opposed to 
him. “The rank and file of the Re- 
pcos amng party still wants him in of- 
ice.” 


The senator was asked why, in view 
of the “scolding” which the President 
gave him and his insistence that the 
senator was “unfair,” he did not sug- 
gest to the President that the “choose” 
statement should be amplified.

William D. Upshaw, of Atlanta, who 
was defeated for reelection to Congress 
last November, will be asked to pay 
postage on copies of a magazine which 


he sent through the mails with some 
speeches under his congressional free- 
postage frank, Third Assistant Post- 
master General Regar said yesterday. 
Regar declared it was proper for Up- 
shaw to mail copies of his speeches un- 
der the frank, because, like other mem- 
bers of the last Congress, he retains 
the franking privilege until mber

A mimeographed 
insertion stated publication had been 
suspended, but Upshaw planned o re- 
establish it as the organ of the Golden 
Age Encampent and Training School 
for Christian Workers, located 5 miles 
from Chamblee, Ga. The subscription 
price was placed at $1 a year in groups 
of 150 and solicitors were offered a 
building let for that numbcr of sub- 
scribers,

Ar- 
riving at Rapid City a few days after- 
ward, he said then that Coolidge 
would be drafted. Strangely enough, 
the newspaper men accompanying the 
President on his Western vacation had 
privately predicted that the senator 
would do this. 

Since that time the senator habs re- 
peated his statement everywhere he 
went, notably in New York and Wash- 
ington. It: was the uttering of this 
statement at New York a few days 
ago that is believed to have precipi- 
tated the reprimand. The senator said, 
“I have never gotten anything like it 
before.” 

It is recalled, too, that Senator Butler, 
the President’s personal appointee as 
chairman of the Republican national 
committee, was taken aback ‘at the 
“choose” announcement and hastened 
to say that the President would be 
drafted. Instructions immediately went 
forward to him from high authority, 
and he subsequently modified his state- 
ment. 

When the national chairman was here 
recently in conference with Repub- 
lican leaders he was as quiet as a clam, 
answering all inquiries with the state- 
ment: “I have a preference, but I am 
not expressing it.” But when the-con- 
ference was all over Senator Butler, Jo- 
seph T. Kealing, of Indiana; Day Mul- 
vane, of Kansas, and others went away 
with the understanding that the best 
thing to do, for the present at least, was 
to work for uninstructed or favorite son 
delegations with a view to drafting Mr. 
Coolidge. 


Cautious Campaign Starts. 


There has been no report that Sen- 
ator Butler was taken to task. The 
draft movement to which he was 
credited as being a party has for its 
slogan: “Keep quiet. Do nothing to 
get Mr. Coolidge to amplify his state- 
ment. He might amplify it in the 
wrong way. Just let nature take its 
course.” 

Senator Fess was admittedly not fol- 
lowing this procedure. And. the situa- 
tion still remains that the President 
has said he does not want to run, 
rather than that it is not his preference 
to do so. But the uncertainty as to 
whether he would accept the draft 
coupled with the silent draft move- 
ments is not advancing the cause of 
other aspirants. 

There was one thing in the con- 
fusion of the senator’s recitation when 
he came from the executive office that 
might be significant. He said that 
Senator Willis, of Ohio, would most 
likely have that State’s delegation. 
Fess will be up for reelection himself, 
he pointed out, and inasmuch as Nicho- 
las Longworth has the high office of 
speaker now, Senator Fess did not 
think Longworth would want to run 
the risk of going after it and losing. 

Under Ohio law the delegation has to 
be instructed for some one. The sen- 
ator has never contended that it would 
be instructed for Coolidge, because the 
latter’s name would have to be entered, 
a possibility which the senator never 
predicted. But the possible significance 
lies in‘ the fact that it was not until 
yesterday after his conference with the 
President that he got to the point of 
mentioning the names of Willis and 
Longworth.

OF SOVIET REVENGE Y= 


Killed General to Prevent His 
Return to Ukraine, Says 
Former Commissioner. 


SPECTATORS GIVE LIE 
- TO ANOTHER WITNESS 


Gen. Shapoval Asserts That 
Killer Had the Assistance 
of an Anarchist. 


Paris, Oct. 20 (A.P.).—Excited mur- 
murs punctuated with frequent volleys 
of passionately protesting remarks rose 
again and again today from the spec- 
tators who packed the benches at the 
third sitting of the trial of Samuel 
Schwarzbard for the murder of Gen. 
Simon Petlura. 

Despite Justice Flory’s banging gavel 
and demands for silence, the spectators 
apparently were unable to control 
themselves and the attendants had to 
threaten to expel several persistent of- 
fenders before the crowd got a grip on 
its emotions. Today’s session was by 
far the most tense thus far in the run- 
ning oral battle between Henri Torres, 
chief of the defense counsel, and Cesar 
Campinchi, representing Petlura’s fam- 
ily. The “uel of words gained in vocal 
power and acrimony\as the two black- 
robed lawyers stood a few feet apart 
roaring at the top of their lungs. 

Schwartzbard alone among the actors 
in the court drama remained calm. 
When he himself commented: on the 
accusation of a former friend his atti- 
tude was more one of’ resignation than 
protest. This accusation was contained 
in a deposition by M. Dobokovsky, So- 
viet commissar for Jewish affairs at 
Moscow in 1918, who is now in exile, 
fighting his former associates. 
Schwartzbard claims to have killed Pet- 
lura in reprisal for Jewish pogroms, but 
the deposition alleged that Schwartz- 
bard was a member of a secret commit- 
tee organized in Paris by the Soviets to 
kill Petlura in order to prevent his pos- 
sible return to power in the Ukraine. 


Flares Up Only Once. 


Schwartzbard’s only flare of violence 
came when bloody details of a pogrom 


were being described. “They cut them 
down with naked blades,” he shrieked. 
Then he subsided, in apparent anguish, 
rocking his shoulders back and forth 
and muttering. 

Another similar moment came dur- 
ing testimony of the Ukrainian Gen. 
Shapoval, who served under Petlura. 
Shapoval declared that regular troops 
never had carried out any massacres 
of Jews and that Petlura opposed such 
tactics. “Petlura was not antisemitic,” 
said the massively-built Slav. “He 
was a humanitarian—a friend of the 
Jews.” 

“No, no. He lies!” came a chorus 
in the accents of a dozen different 
languages from the spectators. The 
witness threw back his close-cropped 
head and straightened his shoulders 
in disdain. 

Shapoval told the court an anarchist 
named Volodine assisted Schwartzbard 
in’ the crime. “At 10 o'clock on the 
morning of the murder he came to me 
saying Petlura should be killed,” said 
Shepoval. “Half an Kkour after the 
crime he came back to me, obviously 
elated.’”” Shapoval declared that 'Volo- 
dine stood guard while Schwartzbard 
fired the fatal shots, 

To counteract Shapoval’s testimony, 
Torres triumphantly produced a photo- 
graph of Shapoval, who professes to 
be antiradical, in company with Volo- 
dine. The photograph was certified to 
have been taken a month after Shap- 
oval made his original deposition 
against Volodine. 

It is Gen. Petlura who is on trial 
rather than Schwartzbard, his con- 
fessed assassin, observers point out. 

The case, they say, is becoming more 
and more a political one and has wan- 
dered far from actual details of the 
killing. 

Both the defense and prosecution 
are engaged in thrashing out every 
angle of the question of Petlura’s re- 
sponsibility, direct or indirect, for 
pogroms in the Ukraine. Henri Torres, 
chief of the defense counsel, has a list 
of tHoysands of victims of pogroms. 
In one case he has the names and ad- 
dresses of 350 victims, of which 150 
were women and 220 children, who are 
alleged to have been killed within a 
three-day period. Witnesses with har- 
rowing accounts of pogroms will be 
introduced, it is said, to play upon 
the feelings of the jury and obtain 
Schwartzbard’s acquittal. 

In this connection, Gabriel Alphaud, 
|}am antisoviet writer, says in Comedia 

that Torres was engaged as counsel 
,under unusual circumstances. He 
claims that 2,000,000 francs (roughly 
380,000), was received by a_ certain 
|Zroup here without any receipt for it 
being required. This, he alleged, was 
,to be used to bring witnesses to court 
and also to conduct a campaign in the 
press for the acquittal of Schwartzbard

Since, in the theater, it became the 
fashion to delve into the past for play 
material, much good comedy has come 
to the boards. The latest lifting of 


characterization from the ages is out 
of the seventeenth century. It dis- 
plays no less a personage than that 
rollicking old rogue and diarist, Sam- 
uel Pepys. 

Two hundred and fifty-eight years 
ago Master Pepys closed his diary, and, 
as some wag said at the American pre- 
miere last night in the Belasco of a 
play made from its sequel, he hasn't 
opened it since. The world, however, 
had had a peep at the printed pages. 
Some have become addicts at reading 
the quaint old ramblings. Others have 
only scanned the script. Neither class 
will completely recognize the result 
thrust upon the stage by James B. Fa- 
gan, the author whose imported work 
came as a pleasant midweek offering 
last night at the old Lafayette Square 
playhouse to remain only until Satur- 
day night, more’s the pity. 

In foisting Samuel Pepys on the 
stage, Mr. Fagan has captured the soul 
of comedy; good, old-time drollery as- 
sociated in the world of literature with 
the early ale houses and tap rooms of 
England—if the implication is not 
here too broad. It smacks always of 
the story-teller’s best mood. Samuel, 
a bit of a philanderer, is caught in the 
act by his good wife, Elizabeth. Upon 
these meanderings, once in the bou- 
doir of a court favorite, a companion 
of Charles II, rests the crux of the 
comedy. Pepys was a gay dog; in the 
play if not in his day. 

Well, the piece—with a goodly por- 
tion of the English admiralty in the 
audience—got away to a slow start in 
the Belasco. The first act, unlimber- 
ing, started out as if it should never 
have come from overseas; what with 
a London run to the play’s credit; but 
it settled down, after a crudely con- 
structed half-act, and ran riot upon 
the appearance of a dainty little French 
actress, Miss Yvonne Arnaud. She it 
is who plays Pepys’ wife. And how! 
as the saying goes in this precinct. It 
seems that when Samuel Pepys would 
a-wooing go, he took his fiageolet 
with him. Along with his other ac- 
complishments he was a musician. On 
one occasion, upon visiting his majes- 
ty’s favorite, Miss Knight, Sam left_the 
old instrument atop of the spfnet, 
the while he made a wild dash for 
cover, the king having suddenly, and 
without warning, entered. Upon that 
situation hangs a tale. 

A fine, upstanding comedy: is “And 
So to Bed,” as sponsored, authored, di- 
rected and set upon th stage by James 
Fagan, The casting, witkL one exception, 
a maid simulating a Southern dialect, 
is superb. Fred O’Donovan is the mis- 
creant, Samuel Pepys, Esq.—and right 
well does he play the flageolet, along 
with his histrionic powers. 

’Tis to the little lady who plays the 
wife, however, that most of the high 
honors fall, for this Yvonne Arnaud 
has caught the soul of the suffering 
spouse. Gifted with a rare voice, Miss 
Mary Grey fits well into a part that 
calls for parlor entertainment de luxe. 
Particularly fine are the Charles II of 


/ 


Charles Bryant, and an old bachelor 
bit by A, Henderson Storie. 

As a rule, these flights into history 
are dangerous; but Mr. Fagan made 
the journey and returned safely. He 
brought back with him much of the 
atmosphere that must have surrounded 
Pepys and his companions, tifough no 
one may vouch for the authenticity of 
it all, It doesn’t matter. The piece is 
provocative of subtle smirk and rol- 
licking laughter. 

That tag line of Samuel Pepys, “And 
so to bed,” had never quite so much 
meaning as in thi: play. Though it may 
seem as if lese majeste is committed, 
so soft is the shading, that not even 
the prudish may object. As some one in 
the stalls remarked last evening, “the 
king can do no wrong.” Shades of Sam- 
uel Pepys! A sequel tc a diary makes a 
play—and a good one. And so, after all 
is said and done, to bed.

LIQUOR CERTIFICATE 
ACCOUNTING ASKED 


Papers for 1,972 Quarts Are 
Involved in District 
Guaranty Suit. 


An accounting of a transaction con- 
cerning 1,972 certificates for that many 
quarts of whisky was demanded of the 
Mount Vernon Savings Bank yesterday 
in Equity Court by the District Guar- 
anty Co. through its president, E. W. 
Davis. Davis contended that a note, 
which he says is the property of his 
firm, was deposited with the bank as 
security for a loan of $5,000 made to 
Hoover Hanger, a brother of Hugh 
Hanger, former president of the plain- 
tiff concern. 

The guaranty company asserts Hugh 
Hanger loaned his brother the note 
without authority and that Hoover 
Hanger bought the liquor certificates 
from the bank. The loan, it was said, 
was for the purpose of permitting him 
to pay for rebottling the whisky so that 
it could be handled by the drug store 
trade. It is not in any way suggested 
that the handling of the liquor certifi- 
cates was illegal. The rebottling, it ap- 
pears, was not profitable and the cer- 
tificates were sold at auction to Hugh 
Hanger and later resold as a result of 
an alleged default in the purchase price. 


COLORED TEACHERS 
ADVISED ON PENSIONS 


Dunbar High Instructor Ex- 
plains the Advantages of 


various Options. 


John W. Cromwell, Dunbar High 
School teacher and public accountant, 
was the principal speaker at a meeting 
of Local 27, Colored Teachers Union, 
held last night in the Cleveland School.

THE PHILIPPINE APPOINTMENT. 


There is considerable speculation both in 
this country and in the Philippines as to who 
will be appointed governor-general. It is only 
natural that the Filipinos should be curious re- 
garding the type of man who will be selected 
to guide their destiny. In this country interest 
centers in the fact that the Philippine post is 
an important political plum, a job not only 
desirable in itself but one which easily can be 
used as a stepping stone to higher places. 
President Coolidge has not indicated as yet 
any preference. He is going about the task 
of selecting & new governor-general slowly 
and cautiously, as the importance of the posi- 
tion dictates. 

The quest for the next governor-general 
should not be confined to the party in power. 
Fitness, not party affiliation, should dictate the 
choice. The question of Philppine indepen- 
dence which has become such a burning issue 
in the isiands, naturally’ has considerable ef- 
fect on the selection. The Republican ‘party 
stands foursquare against immediate inde- 
pendence. The Democratic party, as a whole, 
is committed to it, but there are many Demo- 
crats who realize that immediate independence 
for the Filipinos would spell disaster. Some 
of these Democrats might, without compromis- 
ing Republicanism, be considered for the post. 

The Philippine question should be taken out 
of politics. Nothing could more effectively 
aecomplish this at the present time than the 
erasure of party lines in the selection of the 
governor-gencral. But even if a Democrat be 
not selected, the psychological effect, both in

A PUBLIC WORKS CONSOLIDATION. 


The project to consolidate all the public 
works functions of the Government is nearly 
50 years old, and has been agitated continu- 
ously Since 1919 by architectural, engineering, 
manufacturing and business men’s organiza- 
tions. Leadership has been held by the Ameri- 
can Engineering Council, which was formed 
in 1920 and which has assumed direction of 
the public works activities of the engineering 
profession. Under its sponsorship, and bear- 
ing the approval of Secretaries Work and 
Hoover, a bill will be introduced at the forth- 
coming session of Congress providing for the 
establishment of a major. division of public 
works in the Interior Department, under an 
Assistant Secretary who must be an engineer, 
and in which will be consolidated all the prin- 
cipal engineering activitles of the Government. 

The Rivers and Harbors Division of the 
Army Engineer Corps; the Bureau of Public 
Roads, Department of Agriculture;. Office of 
the Supervising Architect, Treasury Depart- 
ment; Office of Public Buildings and Public 
Parks of the National Capital, War Depart- 
ment; Inland Waterways Corporation, War De- 
partment; the Rock Creek and Potomac Park- 
way Commission, the Commission of Fine Arts 
and the Office of the Architect of the Capitol, 
should the act become law, would be transfer- 
red to the jurisdiction of the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

Those advocating the change believe that it 
will serve to create an organization along. the 
lines of the best modern industrial practice, 
which can be administered economically and 
efficiently. They point to the fact that dupli- 
cation of effort has been common for years, 
and that through coordination of similar activ- 
ities millions of dollars can. be saved annually. 

On the other hand it will be a colossal task 
to pass such an act. Bureaucracy does not die 
without a struggle and clings tenaciously to 
everything upon which it has its hands. The 
Department of Agriculturé will not give up its 
Bureau of Roads willingly, even though there 
be evidence that it could be administered bet- 
ter and at less expense by a trained engineer 
in another department. The War Department 
will not surrender with good grace its super- 
vision of rivers and harbors, even though there 
is little reason why the Corps of Engineers 
should be assigned to such civic duties. All 
the departments, bureaus and commissions af- 
fected are likely to combime in an effort to 
prevent this proposed aggrandizement of the 
Interior Department. 


OHIO’S REFERENDUM, 


The domination of Ohio politics by the 
Antisaloon League has long been considered 
axiomatic. Within the State’s borders lies the 
birthplace of that militant prohibition organi- 
zation. Its principles have long guided the 
majority of the rural inhabitants. State-wide 
elections have been swayed by the influences 
emanating from the pulpits and the W: C. T. U. 
The legislature has acted under the direction 
of dry leaders. Nowhere in the United States 
has control been more effective and direct. It 
is, therefore, of national interest to learn that 
the voters are about to revolt, and that a league 
measure to be submitted to referendum next 
month appears to be doomed to defeat. 

The issue is the restoration of the judicial 
process under which mayors of. municipalities 
and justices of the peace profit in direct ratio 
to the convictions obtained in their courts. 
The Supreme Court of the United States held 
unanimously that the enforcement of the law 
by any such method was unconstitutional. The 
decision wiped out the commercialized judicial 
practices under which Ohio had been suffering. 
It checked the operations of petty courts, whose 
unwarranted procedure had become a public 
scandal. It also deprived. the Antisaloon 
League of what it considered an ideal weapon. 

Driven by. the prohibition leaders, the Ohio 
legislature passed the Marshall act, over the 
protest of Gov. Donahey. It was designed ‘ 
to circumvent the Supreme Court decision and 
restore the power of the “Kangaroo courts.” 
State leaders brought the measure to a referen- 
dum, Civic bodies all over the State are joined 
against ratification of the proposed, statute. 
Support is limited to a few rural communities. 
The present outlook is that the law will fail 
by several hundred thousand votes. ‘Such a 
revolt in a State heretofore subject to dry 
political domination is significant. It is en- 
couraging to find that there is @ point be- 
yond which fanaticism can not be pressed. 


“JIM” WATSON RETIRE? NEVER! 


Senator James E. Watson, of Indiana, must 
have been in a philosophic mood, if Chicago 
reports are correct in ascribing to him the 
statement that he might not run for public 
office again. It is, first of all, six years before 
the senior senator from the Hoosier State will 
be called upoh to say definitely what his in- 
tentions are. It was only a year ago that he 
was confirmed for another term in his present 
office. Much may happen in that length of 
time, but the possibility that “Jim’’ Watson 
will tire of public life is not among the eventi- 
alities seen by those who know him. 

It is now more than 30 years since politics 
first became a part of Senator Watson’s exist- 
ence. It will be nearer 40 years when he has 
finished his present term in the Senate, but 
undoubtedly Senator Watson has enjoyed every 
minute of it. There arg some men to whom 
the stress and strain of politics are only an- 
noying. They regret their entry into public 
life. Others find compensations for‘the ob- 
vious disadvantages. There remain those in- 
dividuals who délight in the pursuit of public 
affairs, less because of the honors h are 
attached than s*eer enjoyment of the sport. 

None of those who have been in contact with 
or observed Senator Watson in the House and 
Senate, at a Republican national convention, 
or wherever politics might take him, has" ever 
received the impression that public: office or 
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| which candidates are made and the wheels of 


government are turned have been fascinating 
to him. There has been exhilaration for him 
in’ the mechanics of politics and a hard fight 
left him with a sense of pleasure if he won and 
no soreness if he lost. It is, therefore, reason- 
able to believe that it was but a passing, intro- 
spective moment that held Senator Watson 
when he talked of his retirement. Politics 
means more to him than any such melancholy 
interlude. He will find it harder to desert 
than he thinks. 


TEACHING TRUTH SIMPLY. 


“Great family names have faded into ob- 
scurity, industrial organizations once power- 
ful no longer exert influence in economic 
affairs, communities which bid fair in the 
early life of the Republic to become teeming 
centers of population are now deserted 
hamlets, but the seats of learning founded in 
colonial days are mighty institutions and the 
frontier college of the pioneering period serves 
well new generations. No better answer than 
this phenomenon .could be given the querulous 
doubter who challenges the usefulness of the 
college.”” The phrase is that of Dr. William 
Mather Lewis, former president of George 
Washington University, delivered as part of 
his inaugural address. upon assuming the 
presidency of Lafayette College... It is char- 
acteristic of the Nation to discard those ele- 
ments that do not contribute to its advance- 
ment, he added. The eollege will endure as 
long as the Republic endures, because it is 
indispensable, 

Yet, Dr. Lewis, in company with other prodmi- 
nent educators, admits that the American col- 
lege is far from perfect. Perceiving that no in- 
stitution of learning can be all things to all men, 
mediocrity the bane of 
American education. There is a tremendous 
amount of knowledge at the mine mouth to- 
day, he says, scarcely touched because of in- 
different transportation facilities. Many false 
ideas are being foisted upon the multitude be- 
cause of the scarcity of Men who can, or more 
truly who will, interpret sound knowledge 
simply. There is no reason to believe that the 
true teacher is born, not made. An instinctive 
love of music alone justifies no one in an at- 
tempt to interpret the passages of a great 
composer. Modern teaching is a learned pro- 
fession, in which knowledge and technique are 
inseparable requisites. 

The mission of a college, said Dr. Lewis, is 
to produce men who have the versatility to 
meet new problems and who face life unafraid 
because they understand the, world in which 
they live. If men are to have this capacity 
they must have culture, defined as that which 
shapes Man to fit snugly into the social struc- 
ture of his day. 

Dr. Lewis’ address emphasizes ‘the rather 
general opinion that both teaching of itself and 
that which is taught in the American college 
and university must be bettered before the full 
value of the institygtions of higher education 
can be gained. Teachers who can interpret 
sound knowledge simply, so that those coming 
under their influence will be passed through 
the colleges and into later life unconfused by 
the vast array of knowledge with which they 
have come into contact, are necessary. A de- 
parture from extreme specialization which has 
created able engineers, physicians or econ- 
omists who, through neglect of their cultural 
development are unable to live full or happy 
lives, is equally necessary. Reform, with men 
such as Dr. Lewis crying for it, is bound to 
come. Lafayette College may become the 
leader. ’ | 
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THE SILVER SUBSIDY. 


If the Government today were to undertake 
to buy up a stated amount of any agricultural 
product at twice its present commercial value, 
in order that the producers might be financially 
benefited, a mighty voice of protest would arise 
throughout the country. Yet that is exactly 
what the American Silver Producers Associa- 
tion is attempting to force Secretary Mellon to 
do in the case of silver, a commodity that the 
Treasury neither needs nor wants. The mat- 
ter has been taken into the courts, and the 
outcome of the issue will be waited with con- 
siderable interest both by Treasury officials 
and the people who must foot the bills. 

During the World War England was unable 
to supply the necessary amount of silver re- 
quired in India. Gold was not desired in that 
country, and much unrest followed the dimin- 
ishing supply of the white metal. The British 
government appealed to the United States for 
help and, as a war emergency measure, the 
Pittman act was adopted, although much 


‘secrecy was maintained in public debate con- 


cerning the reasons for its enactment. Under 


this law the Treasury was authorized to melt 


silver dollars into bullion and sell the bullion 
to England for use in India. The act carried 
@ proviso requiring the Treasury to purchase 
from American producers one ounce of silver 
for every ounce transferred to the British gov- 
ernment, and to pay therefor $1 per ounce. 
This law was carried out faithfully during 
the period of the emergency and to meet the 
situation that necessitated its enactment. To 
the present time American silver producers, 


under the provisions of this war measure, have’ 


been paid $58,000,000 in the shape of.a bonus 
on these purchases. In other words, they have 
received the current value of their product at 
the time of purchase and a clear-cut gift. of the 
above. mentioned huge sum. 


Secretary Mellon declines to make further 


purchases to the extent of practically $15,000,- 
000, and eae, ab siete have appealed to the 
courts for a fhandamus compelling him to taks 
over this bullion. 
silver today is 55% cents an ounce. Secre- 
tary Mellon points out that if he is required 
to make this. purchase at $1 per ounce the pro- 
ducers will be presented with a further bonus 
of $6,493,530. The Treasury does not need 
this bullion, and Secretary. Mellon contends 
that its purchase will serve no public good. 
If silygr mine owners are to be given this 
advantage for an indefinite period, why not 
give a similar bonus to the wheat and corn 
grower, the cotton and tobacco raiser? There 
are many members of Congress who take fright 
at the word “subsidy.” The silver producers 
seem to have been enjoying a Government 


subsidy, under a ‘somewhat more pleasing 


name. v

Compulsory Sightseeing. 
Indianapolis News: District Aitor- 
ney Banton, of New York, deciares that

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ET the Mississippi dig and main- 
tain its own channel. This, in 
brief, is the plan that has been 

worked out by Mr. Henry M. Eakin, 
for many years geologist in the United 
States Geological Survey. While in this 
service Mr. Eakin spent nine years in 
Alaska working out river-control prob- 
lems, so that his plan for controlling 
the flow of the Mississippi and its 
tributaries and preventing floods in fu- 
ture years is based both on scientific 
knowledge and on many years of actual 
experience in physiography. 

There is annually swept into the 
trough of the mighty Mississippi at 
Cairo, Ill., some 12,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of silt, gravel and sand, while the 
amount carried out at the mouth of 
the river is 3,500,000,000 cubic feet. 
This means an annual deposit of sedi- 
ment on the bottom of the stream of 
8,500,000,000 cubic feet. This fact, 
points out Mr. Eakin, renders the 
problem of Mississippi control prac- 
tically impossible of solution from a 
strictly engineering standpoint. The 
constant alluvial deposits will steadily 
raise the bed of the river above the 
level of the surrounding country, which 
in turn will call for higher and higher 
levees. 

It is scientifically possible, however, 
to so control the flow of the current 
that as much alluvium will be carried 
out of the stream at its mouth as is 
brought in by its tributaries. Thus 
automatically it will be digging and 
maintaining its own channel. 

According to this scientist, physio- 
graphic control of the flow of streams, 
based on an understanding of topo- 
graphic forms and the laws that under- 
lie th? agencies of running water in the 
transportation and deposition of solid 
matter, will aid the navigability of 
many streams. It would be possible, he 
declares, not only to control the flow 
of the Mississippi, the Ohio, the Mis-. 
souri, the Red River and other great 
streams of the Mississippi Basin, but 
the searching problems of the Colorado 
can also be solved by the same meth- 
ods. 

Explaining briefly his plan without 
going into a detailed technical analysis, 
Mr. Eakin has prepared for the Thrift 
Magazine the following outline: 

“I am glad to know of your interest 
in the problems confronting the coun- 
try relative to conditions in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, and that you recall the 
serious work I engaged in upon such 
problems during the time I served in 
the Geological Survey. I am glad to be 
able to assure you that my interest in 
river morphology did not end with my 
resignation from the survey and that 
I have since continued research in this 
field as my chief avocation. I have 
not only tested repeatedly the old prin- 
ciples involved in these problems but 
have also established new laws con- 
cerning stream dynamics that must be 
respected and employed before actual 
and permanent control of our larger 
streams will be possibl~. 

“We may be sure that the engineers 
will proceed earnestly and with com- 
mendable zeal to formulate and pre- 
sent for execution a program for the 
valley that will \accord with the best 
concepts of the strictly engineering 
profession, I believe this is most likely 
to include recommendations of bigger 
and stronger levees, emergency spill- 
ways and perhaps some provision for 
flood-water storage. We can not fairly 
expect them to grasp the morphologic 
aspects of the problem. They have a 
courageous spirit that is not likely to 
admit any. lack of ability or permit the 
much needed assistance of pure science 


in the undertaking. The politics of the | 


situation is tight. We may, therefore, 
look forward to another cycle of re- 
newed effort, of bigger and stronger 
works, of enlarged estimates and still 
larger costs, of apparent success and of 
eventual failure before the necessity of 
more scientific methods of control will 
become politically recognized. 
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Let the Mississippi River Dig 
and Maintain Its Own Channel

sees a river channel that can be estab- 
lished upon the flood plain by build- 
ing levees along its sides high enough 
to restrain given volumes of water and 
believes permanent control will be 
achieved when unbreakable levees of 
given heights are completed. The mor- 
phologist sees the possibility of thus 
constructing a channel that will, for 
the moment, restrain given volumes 
of water but he also sees the 12,000,- 


000,000 of cubic feet of silt, sand and 


gravel that enter the channel at Cairo, 
Ill., while 3,500,000,000 cubic feet are 
escaping from the channel at its 
mouth. He sees that 8,500,000,000 of 
cubic feet of sediment are deposited 
annually between Cairo and the Gulf 
and concludes that, if the levees hold, 
this matter comes to rest between the 
levees, and that this reduces the space 
that flood waters can occupy. He sees 
levees of given heights to be only tem- 
adequate for aggrading 
streams and knows the _ ultimate 
heights to which the river is capable 
of building. He sees that smaller 
streams will not aggrade to heights 
greater than it is practical to construct 
levees and that the Mississippi is capa- 
ble of building a restricted flood plain 
far higher, in places, than it is prac- 
ticable to build levees. The morphol- 
ogist sees that the levee method, for 
the Mississippi, must be supplemented 
if costs are to be kept within practical 
limits and eventual failure is to be 
avoided. 

“The dynamic method of control re- 
ferred to involves the management of 
stream energies to regulate erosion. 
We have in the river itself a powerful 
engine of construction and destruction, 
the natural activities of which are 
largely adverse. The same energies can 
and should be directed to useful ends. 
The effectiveness of the means that I 
have developed appears to exceed any 
possible requirements of the conditions 
of the lower Mississippi. 

“Erosion on the Mississippi should 
be so directed that as much or more 
solid detritus will pass out of the chan- 
nel at its mouth than is delivered into 
the channel by all its tributaries. It 
is thus possible to induce a condition 
of stability or even favorable modifi- 
cation in the course. size, form and 
slope of the channel and to limit the 
necessary heights of levees. Without 
doubt the present levees are higher in 
many places, if not generally, than 
would be required after. appropriate 
control of erosion had been in effect 
for a few years. 

“The same means that can bring 
levee requirements within practical 
limits would incidentally improve 
navigability at all stages and give min- 
imum low water depths greater than 
have been contemplated in the vari- 
ous Mississippi projects. 

“The Colorado and other. rivers of 
the country also offer serious. problems 
to which the dynamic method of con- 
trol would be applicable. 

“I believe the distribution of interest 
and responsibility for various phases of 
our water resources and river work 
among a large number of different bu- 
reaus is largely responsible for the lag- 
gard development of the science of 
streams in this country. Temporary as- 
signment and shifting of personnel has 
not allowed opportunity nor given in- 
centive to specialization that would be 
natural under a unified organization 
having to do with this province solely.” 

In addition to his work as a prac- 
tical scientist assigned to river control 
problems in the Geological Survey, Mr. 
Eakin has written a number of articles 
on this subject, He contributed a 
chapter on “River Engineering” to the 
Encyclopedia Americana, Edition of 
1920; an article to ‘the Journal of 
Geology on the “Influence of the 
Earth’s Rotation Upon the Lateral 
Erosion of Streams” and a number of 


other articles on river control which

* The Postoffice Building. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: No 
one who has an eye for fitness in archi- 
tecture will regret the disappearance of 
the Postoffice Department Building, 
which Senator Smoof says will eventu- 
ally be torn down in accordance with 
the plans for the treatment of the lands 
south of the Avenue. 

The Postoffice Department Building 
is an example of the style of architec- 
ture with which so many American 
cities were afflicted in the days when 
the Supervising Architect of the Treas- 
ury was chosen primarily. because he 
had a political pull. It is also a relic 
of the days when there seemed to be a 
mania for erecting useless towers in 
front of or upon a corner of every 
building designed for Government of- 
fices. 

Today the selection of a design 1s 
not left to the whims of one individual, 
Instead, men of the highest type in the 
profession of architecture must approve 
each design before contracts are award- 
ed. So far as buildings in the National 
Capital are concerned, there are three 
commissions that have more or less to 
say in the matter of the selection of 
sites and designs for Federal buildings. 
These are the Parking and Planning 
Commission, the Commission of Fine 
Arts and the Public Buildings Commis- 
sion, 

Not only is the present Postoffice De- 
partment Building a blot, rather than 
an adornment, upon the landscape, but, 
owing to the carelessness of some one 
in the office of the Supervising Archi- 
tect, no provision was made for the 
support of the arches that hold up the 
glass roof of the main workroom. “These 
steel arches were intended to have 
spanned the room at a point 10 or 12 
feet higher than they now are, but 
“some one blundered,” with the result 
that no metal posts were provided and 
the arches spring from the floor. 

The building as it stands today will 
ruin any architectural treatment of the 
“triangle,” if allowed to remain.

“For sake of argument, Dr. Weiss, 
suppose you had stolen some valued 
oil lands or had committed a criminal 
act. Could you tell the judge you had 
no criminal intent; that your action 
was merely the result of the function- 
ing of your nervous system, which you 
could not control?” Dr. Prince asked. 

“You can not reduce us to mere 
automatons or mechanical robots 
without conscious experience,” Dr. 
Prince said, as a final challenge to 
the Ohio State man, whose past works 
have classified him in the behaviorist 
camp. Dr. Prince is regarded as an 
introspectionist, the opposite camp to 
the behaviorists, and the older of the 
two schools of psychological theory, 
although he said today he believes 
both aspects should be considered. 

In replying Dr. Weiss maintained a 
middle channel and refused definitely 
to commit himself to a statement that 
' he was not certain of his behavioristic 
stand. He hedged the direct question 
of Dr. Prince and answered that “no 
one has attempted to answer the ques- 
tion ‘How does experience change our 
behavior?’ ” 

Dr. Madison Bentley, of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, threw the weight of 
his opinion on the side of Dr. Prince 
and Dr. Beuhler in remarks introduc- 
tory to his address. Drs. Prince, 
Beuhler and Bentley each indicated 
psychology must consider aspects of 
both the behaviorist and introspection- 
ist if it is to progress. 

Emotions, man’s most common daily 
experiences, were further described 
from a dozen different angles at the 
Symposium today, with considerable 
disagreement among the masters of 
psychclogy from 30 States and abroad 
attending the conference. 


Place of the Emotions. 


Dr. Bentley raised the question as 
to whether emotion 
chapter head under which psycholo- 
gists consider they must continue to 
write in order to have complete text- 
books in the field.

Contract for Construction Is 
Expected to Be Award- 
ed Today. 


NEW BRIDGE IS PROPOSED 


Plans have been completed and a 
contract will be awarded, probably to- 
day, for a new type of sewer which will 
be embodied into a dam across Rock 
Creek and which when completed will 
elimnate the worst remaining point of 

mping raw sewage into open. water 
by absorbing a sewer that now dis- 


charges into Rock Creek north of the 
canal. 

The sewer will be huilt primarily 
to replace one which is now hung on 
trusses under the M street bridge. The 
concrete dam into which the sewer is 
to be built will have eight opening 
la.ge enough to pass the normal flow 
of water through the creek and, except 
in high water periods, its top will 
constitute a footpath across the water- 
way. In high water it will serve as a 
spillway, the overflow passing over the 
top. 

Construction of the sewer will pave 
the way for the erection of a new 
bridge It was the proposal to erect 
the bridge which made the sewer a 
difficult problem District engineers 
were faced with a difficulty in that it 
was proposed to build a drive part way 
up the side of the bank to lead along 
the stream to Rock Creek Park. 

It was necessary to design the bridge 
structure high enough to clear this 
road so that it could be open to or- 
dinary traffic. This made it neces- 
sary to place the sewer elsewhere than 
slung under the bridge. It could not 
be laid under the bed of the creek 
for that would make it too low to con- 
nect with the sewers east of the creek. 
It could not be led south because 
the bed of the C. & O. Canal inter- 
posed a similar barrier in that direc- 
tion. The sewer had to cross the creek 
above the normal level of the water 
J. B. Gordon, District sanitary engineer, 
proposed the sewer be built into a dam 
as the solution.

Public Works Unit 

In Government Urged 

An effort will be made, through leg- 
islation to be presented to Congress, to 
have created in the Interior Depart- 
ment a major division of public works 
under an Assistant Secretary who must 
be an engineer, in substitution for a 
previous proposal to replace the Inter- 
ior Department itself with a depart- 
ment of public works or engineering. 

This new proposal has the support 
of Secretaries Hoover. and Work, it is 
understood. A bill will be presented 
before the coming session by Repre- 
sentative Adam M. Wyant, of Pennsyl- 
vania, who sponsored the former pro- 
posal. The division would coordinate 
all the engineering activities of the 
Government in one unit, an objective 
which has long been sought.

WHERE IS THE BABY? 

N this case it is no laughing mat- 

] ter. Here is a mother, Mrs. Sam 

Smith by name, who went to the 
hospital to have a baby. She knows 
she had the baby and she recalls that 
the nurse said, “it’s a lovely little boy.” 
Then, being a tired out mother, she 
went to sleep. Now they bring to her 
@ nice little girl and she says, “I just 
can’t believe this little girl is mine. 
They told me my baby was a boy.” 

A judge comes into the case, nurses, 
doctors, lawyers, a group of newspaper 
reporters and photographers. 

The judge says, “‘the little child has 
big darks eyes, Mrs. Smith. I notice 
yours are black, too. Notice how the 
skin of both of you is olive. Eyes of 
both of you are wide apart. Your 
moses are both broad, and I declare 
pyour ears are shaped much like the 
baby’s, too. All the court cares about 
is to satisfy you that you have the 
right baby. Everything the courts and 
science can do to aid you will be done.” 

Then a doctor comes along pro- 
pounding the theory that corpuscles 
have a definite rate of vibrations and 
the vibration rate in parents and chil- 
dren are the same. But other doctors 
discredit this idea. 

And then another expert says the 
blood of a month-old child can not 
be classified and there is no use in

belongs to her. . 

Mrs. Smith knew weak she wanted, 
Not only did she want her own child, 
but she wanted a boy chi'g, How she 
was to get it seemed beys «& vower of 
science. 

The judge awarded her the girl baby. 
She will always suspect that the child 
is no’ hers. Always will she be watching 
to see if its nose is like her nose, or 
daddy’s nose, or grandma’s. If her hair 
is light and the child is dark she will 
be hunting for a-cestral lines that 
had dark hair. She will read Darwin, 
Mendel, Dorsey, Wiggam. All her life 
her thoughts will be on “traits,” “hy- 
brids,” “‘segreation,” “dominance.”

SUITS FOR $15,000 FILED. 
BECAUSE OF DOG BITES 


Woman and Husband Enter 
‘Claims Against Boy, Al- 
leged Owner. 


TRACTION COMPANY SUED 


James S. Boxwell, 1226 Irving street 
northwest, alleged to be the owner of 
two bulldogs which attacked Mrs, Anna 
B. Corson, of 1221 Fairmont street 
northwest, on July 22, was sued yester- 
day in Circuit Court for a total of $15,- 
000 damages by Mrs, Corson and her 
husband, Charles M. Corson. The po- 
lice report of this incident gave Box- 
well’s age as 16. 

The dogs attacked Mrs. Corson in 
front of 1344 Columbia road. She was 
knocked to the ground and bitten on 
the head, neck, arms and body and 
was later removed to the Emergency 
Hospital, according to the report. Harry 
F. Boylan, of the Columbia road ad- 
dress, came to her rescue and drove the 
dogs off with a barrage of milk bottles. 
Shortly afterward, the police report 
stated, the dogs attacked Charles 
Jacquette, 17 years old, of 3530 Thir- 
teenth street northwest. Attorneys 
Bell, Marshall, Rice & Carmody ap- 
peared for Mrs. Corson. 

The Capital Traction Co. was sued 
for $25,000 damages for personal in- 
juries by Daisy M. Byrne, 3707 Woodley 
road northwest. Through Attorneys 
Kindleberger and Clagett the plaintiff 
says that on April 18 she was knocked 
down by an automobile on Fourteenth 
street northwest near Harvard street 
and was lying unconscious on the car 
tracks. A street car approached, it is 
alleged, and rolled and dragged her a 
considerable distance. The driver of 
the automobile was not identified in 
the plaintiff’s declaration.

BANKRUPT BROKERS’ 
BOOKS UNDER AUDIT 


Loss Suffered by Norfolk 
Firm’s Customers to Be 


Known Today. 

Norfolk, Va., Oct. 20 (A.P.).—Audi- 
tors are inspecting the books of Cobb 
Brothers & Co., local brokerage firm, 
which has filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy, and extent of the loss which 
customers will suffer may be known to- 
morrew. J. W. Eggleston and Menaclus 
Lankford have been appointed receivers. 
James B. McCaw, partner of! Charles 
C. Cobb in the firm, after the filing 
of the petition in bankruptcy, issued 
a statement in which he said: 

“After examination of the books it 
was learned last Friday night that the 
firm was charged with transactions on 
the books of Post & Flagg, in New York, 
that had not appeared on the books 
of Cobb Brothers & Co. These transac- 
tions, entirely in cotton and grain, ag- 
gregated a large amount and are the 
cause of the present condition. This 
condition was both unknown to me and 
unauthorized by me.” 

Mr. McCaw announced he would ap- 
ply his own efforts and resources to the 
limit for the benefit of creditors.

EW YORK, Oct. 20.—The National 
Boxing Association, composed of 
prize fight commissioners from 

various States and cities, not includ- 
ing New York commissioners, has just 
closed w very serious convention in To- 
ledo. The convention was rather 1ull- 
timed, as it would have been a hilarious 
climax to national laugh week, there 
being nothing more comical than a 
convention of prize fight commissioners 
taking themselves and ‘their authority 
seriously. 

The New York commissioners refuse 
to have any relations with the as- 
sociated commissioners of other com- 
munities holding that the other com- 
missioners do not take themselves 
seriously enough. 

But the New York commission ts 
really in a class by itself in this respect 
and those Wednesdays when the com- 
missioners are taking themselves ser- 
iously in a really serious way, there is 
always @ slumpin the box office busi- 
ness of the comic shows on Broadway 
due to the competition. 

In fact, the producers of legitimate 
comedies of the theater have grounds 
for believing that in fairness to them 
the commission should take out an 
amusement license and join the Actors

in many weeks in which new lows out- 
numbered new high prices for the year 
Kighteen issues touched new lows and 
ten attained new highs. Call money 
renewed at 31, per cent, equal to the 
lowest renewal rate of the year, but this 
factor failed to attract fresh buying, or 
to cause even a pause in the downrush 
of many stocks. In some quarters the 
declines were attributed to a bear drive 
based, on President Coolidge’s reported 
disapproval of efforts to force him to 
run for reelection, but this: theory was 
by no means generally held. Undoubt- 
edly there was some short selling, but 
by far the larger portion of the sales 
represented liquidation. 

Recent leaders on the up side and 
many standard investment shares were 
mowed down with the remainder of the 
list. Motor shares again were especially 
weak. Hudson dropped 9'¥,4 points net 
in a heavy turnover. General Motors 
moved actively over a range of slightly 
more than 3 points and closed with a 
net loss of 214. The turnover in this 
stock amounted to 256,900 shares. 

United States Steel common, in a 
turnover of 145,700 shares, went to new 
low ground for the movement, losing 
2% net. General Electric lost 414; 
American Smeiting, 154; American Lin- 
seed, 2%; Allied Chemical, 214; Great 
Western Sugar, 234; Du Pont, 4; Com- 
mercial Solvents, 534; Chesapeake & 
Ohio, 234; Atlantic Coast Line, 2%; 
Pittsburgh & West Virginia, 3: Reading, 
2'4; New York Central, 134; Western 
Maryland, 214; Woolworth and Repub- 
lic Steel, 334; Shattuck, 414; Texas Gulf 
Sulphur, 31; and so on through most 
of the list. 

Perhaps influenced to some extent by 
the lower car-loading figures, but more 
likely because speculators for the de- 
cline extended their operations, rail 
shares, which stood fairly steady yes- 
terday, joined the industrials and mis- 
cellaneous issues in their recessions to- 
aay. However, as a group they main- 
tained a better resistance than the in- 
dustrials and speciaition. Such rail- 
way earnings reports for September as 
came to hand today showed moderate 
losses from that month last year. 

On the upside of the day’s business, 
the story is rather short. American 
Tobacco was an outstanding feature, 
the common and class B stock both 
going into new high ground -for the 
year, the former closing with a gain of 
9’, and the latter 9% on the day. 
Other gains tncluded Detroit Edison, 
21g; Abraham & Straus, 2144; Ameri- 
can Bank Note, 144; American Zinc 
preferred, 2144; Southern Pacific, 3, and 

Varren Bros., 77%. 

During the early trading word was 
passed on the floor of the exchange 
that the Hudson Motor Co. would issue 

ts statement for the September quar- 
ter and nine months later in the day. 
But this news failed to check the sell- 
ing in the motor shares, Hudson sag- 
ging rapidly in spite of the general 
belief that the report would make a 
favorable impression. The figures 
which came out later showed net for 
the nine months almost double that 
of last year and equal to $8.79 a share 
on the stock against $5 a year ago. 
Hudson, however, and the other motors 
sank to new lows for the reaction fol- 
lowing the statement’s appearance. 

The persistent weakness in Steel 
common was a factor prompting a good 
deal of nervousness and ljquidation in 
other directions. Much of the selling 
in. the pivotal industrial during the 
day was put down as coming from the 
bear crowd, who, taking their cue from 
yesterday’s Republic quarterly state- 
ment, proceeded to put out short: lines 
in Steel on the theory that the quar- 
terly earnings of the corporation, due 
next Tuesday afternoon, would be 
found more disappointing than had 
been expected up to this time. 

Among those whose confidence in 
the buli side has not. been shaken, 
the current reaction is not viewed with 
undue alarm. As they see it, the long 
summer rise brought a condition which 
cals for darstic correction. In that 
connection, it Is pointed out. that in 
August the industrial averages rose 
some 25 points in as many trading 
days. In the last ten days these aver- 
ages have canceled some 12 points of 

the advance, but so far there is no 
definite indication that the trend -has 
permanently changed, it is contended 
in such quarters. 

Today’s total turnover approximated 
2,500,000 shares. . 

New highs for the year were attained 
by Abraham & Straus, American To- 
bacco, Philadelphia Co., common and 
5 per cent preferred; Du Pont de-

Continental Motors, Remington Rand, 
first and second preferred; Lima Loco- 
motive, Advance Rumely preferred, Shell 
Union Oi, Gillette Safety Razor, and 
others.

“We have got to modify the prohibi- 
tion law, which is not only corrupt in 
itself but exercises a corrupting. in- 
fluence on every other department of 
our Government,” the Virginia repre- 
sentative is quoted as saying. 

Mr. Deal, the paper says, suggested 
lifting the ban on prescription of ar- 
dent spirits by physicians as one 
method of modification that might be 
carried into effect without violating 
the eighteenth amendment... It was 
suggested that one or two drug stores 
in a city might be licensed to dispense 
such liquor. 

“Physicians are high-class men,” the 
representative was quoted. “They are 
certainly more to be trusted than the 
snoopers of the prohibition depart- 
ment.” 

Mr. Deal also scored what he termed 
“the custom of Congress delegating to 
bureaus in Washington the power to 
make rules and regulations having the 
force of law” as a dangerous precedent 
creeping into State government and 
violative of the Constitution.

PLANNED TO SUFFICE 
CITY FOR 100 YEARS

Rapid Sand Filters Do Work 
Required by 39 Acres 
of Filter Beds.

A representative. group of 264 lead- 
ing citizens of Washington journeyed 
out to the new filtration plant at Con- 
duit and Little Falls roads last night 
and, after partaking of a feast, were 
conducted on a tour of the plant by 
Charles H. Tompkins, contractor, who 
acted as host. 

Among those present were Secretary 
of Agriculture William M. Jardine, Dis- 
trict Commissioners Proctor L. Dough- 
erty and Sidney F. Taliaferro, Lieut. 
Col. U. 8S. Grant 3d, officer in charge of 
public buildings and public parks; Dr. 
Frank W. Ballou, superintendent of 
schools; Stephen E, Kramer, assistant 
superintendent of schools; Superin- 
tendent of Police Edwin B. Hesse, and 
other District and Government officials, 
®ésides local bank Officials, architects, 
professors of local universities, and 
business and professional men gener- 
ally. 

After the dinner, served in the aisle 
of the vast inclosed space in which the 
filters are open to view, Mr. Tompkins 
explained the operation of the new 
plant and the place it bears in the local 
waterworks system. 


Built to Serve 100 Years. 


The new plant, he said, will serve all 
the pressure system of the District, 
while the old plant at McMillan Park 
will serve only the gravity area, which 
comprises the low-lying areas in the 
downtown section and along the river. 
The two plants are calculated to suffice 
for a century. The new plant, with its 
rapid sand filters, will filter as much 
water as the 39 acres of filter beds in 
the old plant. 

The pumps, Mr. Tompkins explained, 
will be operated by power generated 
by surplus water now provided by the 
plant, thus avoiding coal bills. Water 
is brought to the new plant in both 
old and new conduits from the Dale- 
carlia reservoir, while only the old con- 
duit leads on to the old plant.
